Nearly 
a quarter of them showed increases of more 
than 40 per cent. Several showed increases 
of 50 per cent] Not one state showed a 
decreare in acgident: 

Later, Ethelbert Stewart, director of the 
United States Btreau of Labor Statistics 
at Washington, said: 

The accidents of 1925 have apparently 
exceeded those of 1924, as certainly . 
recidents of 1923 greatly exceeded those of 
The trend in the jon and steel in- 
custry has been gradually and practically 
continuousty downward. But I do not be- 
lieve that the sent traind in the iron and 
teel industry is applicable to industry as 
» whole. My own judgment is that acci- 
dents are on the increase. 

Bureau of Mines records show that bet- 
ween 1916 and 1924 there wag a 10 per 
cent inereese in the number $f miners 
killed per millon tonsa of coal mined and 
an increase of 21 per cent in the number 
of miners killed per million hoyrs 0f work. 
This despite the improvement of coal min- 
ing machinery. 

The United States Dedartment of Labor, 
analyzing the 1 accident experience 
of 2.200 concerns in twenty-six states, em- 
ploying approximately 1,000,000 men and 
women, found that six industries had de- 
clining accident-severity rates, while cight- 


cen 
(Accident-severity rates are arrived at by 
computing the amount of time lost per 
mill.on man-hours of work.) 

+Since the cost of accidents is influenced 
by the severity rate of accidents rather 
than by their number (ays the depart- 
ment’s report), it is evident that the pres- 
ent tendency in general industry is toward 
Kreater cost. 

One factor in this rising cost may be the 
fact thet all American industry has been 
much influenced by th» effort for increased 
Production. This’ « not been 
necompanied hy an equally intense effort 
toward accident prevention except in the 
Jease of certain large organizations in 
lwhich the safety movement first took root 
ind which have been assiduous and suc-
